Restaurants & Smoking 

One of the better suggestions to solve problems 
caused by smokers is to segregate addicts in restau¬ 
rants, public meeting places, transportation vehicles, ^ 
etc. Some of this is already underway, it will take time, 

and in some establishments can never be - 

accomplished. The airlines claim a segregation policy 
but it’s not taken seriously by some crews. j 

In restaurants, which can be divided into smoking 
and non-smoking areas, segregation is the perfect 
solution. Smokers enjoy their addiction most after a 
meal. Non-smokers are forced to breathe smoke which 
hasn’t been filtered-more harmful smoke than that 
drawn through a filter. 

Dining is a pleasure paid for and many feel having 
to breathe fouled air in the process is unacceptable. The 
smart owner who offers smoking and non-smoking 
sections is sure to gain customers. 

Already, smoking is barred in most hospitals and in 
many public meeting places. Many stores have banned 
smoking-reducing accidental damage to goods, smoke- 
smell and dirtiness. The trend is steadily accelerating. 

Yet millions are still sucking themselves to death, 
and cigarette ads are shrewdly aimed at the young-to 
start them out early, for many years of business. If one 
must smoke, the golden rule is not to inhale and to limit 
the habit. If you can’t do that, don’t smoke. < 


ERA In Florida 

Defeat in the Florida legislature of the controversial 
ERA constitutional amendment didn’t kill all hopes for 
proponents. But it was a near-fatal defeat. 

The leader of pro forces in the Senate became bitter 
and personally abused the majority who didn’t agree 
with her, reportedly using a derogatory slur with 
reference to mothers and dogs. This brought about a 
rebuke on the Senate floor, both as to custom and as to 
the remark itself. (The chastised Senator said later she 
was jesting when she labeled the majority so-and-so’s.) 

The irony of this flap and the Florida defeat is that 
the galleries there were packed with women-most of 
them against ERA. And members of the Senate 
contacted *>y the White House didn’t agree to change 
their positions at the behest of the Carters. 

What really seems to be dooming the present ERA 
amendment (several states are moving to rescind 
ratification) are fears about homos, lesbians, women in 
combat, etc. It’s just possible the American people 
don’t want exact equality of treatment for all citizens, 
may prefer different treatment in some cases. 

The dilemma, with many conscientious people on 
both sides, is in separating equal opportunity (which all 
favor) from equal treatment (as if sex, customs, special 
considerations, do not apply). Obviously, many think 
they should continue to apply, if our society is not to be 
drastically changed.

CLOTHESPIN DOLL 

Material needed: Wooden clothespin, handful of 
polyester fiber filling or cotton, three V\ x 4” strips of 
nylon, %” wide strip of lacy nylon, pipe cleaner 4” 
long, 3” x 8” piece of calico, 3” x 8” piece of crenoline 
and string. 

Directions: Pad the rounded top of the clothespin 
with 1/8 inch thick polyester fiber or cotton. Cover the 
padded head with a nylon strip and tie the strip around 
the neck with string. 

Pad the chest area with polyester 1/4” thick. Cover 
this padding with another nylon strip, and tie the strip 
around the waist. For arms, wrap pipe cleaner with 
another nylon strip and sew it horizonatally to the 
center of the doll’s back. Crisscross the chest area 
with a strip of lacy nylon to form the blouse. Sew the 
blouse securely at the waist. 

The full skirt is stiffened with an underskirt of 
crinoline. Gather both the calico and the crinoline at 
the waist and sew tightly to doll. Trim skirt so it com¬ 
es just to the end of the clothespin. Glue yarn for hair. 
Make face with felt time pen to color lips and eyes.

Corner 


A Traditional Indian Doll 

This doll is made up entirely of scrap materials. The 
size of the doll depends on the size of your scraps. 

MATERIALS: Pieces of white and colored 
material, white glue, safety pin and string or strong 
thread. 

DIRECTIONS: 

1. First roll a six-inch square of white cloth into a 
ball, to make the head. 

2. Drape a six-inch square of white cloth over this, 
for the body, tie it around the neck with thread. 

3. Drape a folded piece of dark cloth (slightly 
smaller than the white) over the head, tie it at the neck 
as well. 

4. The dress can be crudely cut from a 3 x 6 inch 
piece of fabric folded into a square. Cut each side up at 
a slight angle toward the fold, then out to the edge, to 
make sleeves. Sew the side seams. Cut a hole in the 
fold for the doll’s head. 

5. The cloak is a five-inch square of fabric folded to 
make a rectangle and fastened horizontally with a 
safety pin. No edges are finished except the dress hem, 
and this can be sewed or glued. 

Making this type of doll is a fantastic activity for 
children’s parties.

Fishing is lousy! I guess 
Pete Oatis of the Fish and 
Wildlife Dept, is right. Only 
good fishermen catch fish, 
the rest of the licensed 
holders are losers. Fished all 
day last Saturday at Stock- 
bridge Bowl with nary a hit 
between three poles. It fig¬ 
ures out to 24 man hours of 
fishing. It is a record in this 
household. Oh! we know that 
the fish were stocked, for we 
received telephone calls from 
disgusted anglers who wit¬ 
nessed the fish being hauled 
out of the water almost as 
fast as they were released; of 
fishermen spreading corn 
over the area where the fish 
were dumped thus keeping 
them inshore fo the slaugh¬ 
ter. The reports covered 
pretty near all of the lakes in 
Western Mass., from Onata, 
Laurel, Buell, Stockbridge, 
Congamond, and the Otis 
Inlet below Hall’s Store. The 
consensus of opinion from the 
“losers” is that the Fish and 
Wildlife Stocking Program 
stinks and the wildlife per¬ 
sonnel better start thinking 
about the fish-stock formula 
and a way to improve it, and 
get off the kick that the ma¬ 
jority of the fishing commu¬ 
nity doesn’t count. Fishing li¬ 
cense money pays for the 
trout and also the salaries of 
the fish and wildlife per¬ 
sonnel. Come down out of the 
clouds, boys, and start using 
some common sense. It isn’t 
a big joke to everybody about 
the way the truck followers 
snake out the fish. The stock¬ 
ing crews may have sore 


sides from laughing. I 
haven’t found anybody else 
with the same symptoms. So 
much for the comedy. 

Let’s talk about deer hun¬ 
ting. Ted Bampton, commis¬ 
sioner of DEP of Conn., an¬ 
nounced that the deadline for 
the submission of appli¬ 
cations for state land fire¬ 
arms permits to hung deer 
has been set for June 1,1977. 

This year permit applica¬ 
tions may be obtained in the 
town clerk’s offices, DEP 
Regional Offices, and mann¬ 
ed state park and forest head¬ 
quarters; approximately 160 
sporting goods dealers from 
around the state will have ap¬ 
plications and field guides.

Lt. Gov. O’Neill Wants Active Planning 
Role For Mass. In Offshore Oil Development 


WASHINGTON - Follow¬ 
ing a new major oil disaster 
in the North Sea, Lt. Gov¬ 
ernor Tom O’Neill testified in 
Washington this week to in¬ 
sure that Massachusetts has 
an active part in planning for 
offshore oil development. 

O’Neill is attending an Off¬ 
shore Technology Confer¬ 
ence in Houston, Texas this 
week to encourage respon¬ 
sible oil development off of 
the Massachusetts coast. 

“For us, it is not a ques¬ 
tion of whether the drilling 
will be done; it is a question 
of how well it will be done.” 
He emphasized the impor¬ 
tance of drilling standards 
for Massachusetts, where 
leases are up for sale this fall 
in one of the world’s richest 
fishing grounds, George’s 
Bank. 

In Washington, O’Neill tes¬ 
tified in support of a bill that 
would provide a close 
federal-state partnership to 
protect the ocean and the 
fishing industry from oil mis¬ 
haps. The bill (the OCS Lands 
Acts Amendments of 1977 — 
S9) would also establish a 
compensatory fund in case of 
oil spill damage. 

“The recent North Sea 
drilling disaster graphically' 
dramatizes the need for safe¬ 


ty reform,” O’Neill com¬ 
mented. “I fell strongly that 
oil exploration can be both 
safe and effective, and we 
must make sure that it is. It 
can generate jobs and fuel, 
but we must not let threaten 
our fishing industry or the 
ecological balance of the 
ocean. 

“In Washington, the com¬ 
mittee is working to see that 
all coastal states have a voice 
in how their Outer Continen¬ 
tal Shelf areas will be drilled 
and developed.” 

O’Neil deliver his OCS 
testimony to the Senate 
Energy Committee. The bill, 
which is expected to pass, 
would mandate that second 
Environmental Impact Study 
(EIS) be completed between 
exploration and drilling on 
the Outer Continental Shelf. 
Currently, only one EIS 
statement is requried beofre 
exploratory drilling. 

“This is important to in¬ 
sure that all possible effects 
are carefully considered,” 
O’Neill explained. 

S.9 also mandates an oil 
spill fund of between $100-200 
million. The fund would be 
used in case of drilling mis-' 
haps. It would be financed by 
a 3$ per barrel tax on off¬ 
shore oil. 


Another bill, proposed by 
Rep. Studds, mandates a^ 
comprehensive oil spill fund, 
financed by a pass-through 
tax to cover all possible oil 
spills, including shipping as 
well as drilling. 

S.9 also provides for close 
cooperation between the fed¬ 
eral government and the in¬ 
dividual states where the 
drilling takes place. In the 
past, O’Neill explained, 
states were unable to in¬ 
fluence drilling procedures 
except through the courts. 
This resulted in lengthy court 
disputes in some places. Last 
month, a New York federal 
judge negated a mid-Atlan¬ 
tic lease sale after an ex¬ 
pensive court battle about en¬ 
vironmental oversights. 

The bill would mandate re¬ 
gional OCS advisory boards 
to coordinate state and fed¬ 
eral governments on the 
lease sale process. 

Cancellation of drilling 
tracts would be called for un¬ 
der the bill also, if there is or 
will be substantial envir¬ 
onmental harm. There has 
never been a provision for* 
lease cancellation on envir¬ 
onmental grounds.

result from the bill, accord¬ 
ing to O’Neill. Currently, an* 
oil company must offer a set 
price to buy rights for a drill¬ 
ing site. Under the bill, how¬ 
ever, a company could pay’ 
less money at first, and then 
return a share of the income 
after drilling. This would 
make bidding more flexible 
and allow smaller com¬ 
panies to share directly in 
drilling successes, O’Neil ex¬ 
plained. “Our goal should be 
the greatest return on re¬ 
sources and the most open 
competition,” he com¬ 
mented. 

O’Neill said he expects the 
bill will reach the Pres¬ 
ident’s desk by early fall. 

He also noted that federal- 
state cooperation for OCS de¬ 
velopment has “improved 
dramatically” under the new 
administration. “Secretary 
of the Interior Cecil Andrus 
not only supports many of the 
reforms recommended by 
Massachusetts and Con¬ 
gress, but he has, at his won 
initiative, sought to more ac¬ 
tively involve affected 
coastal states in a number of 
areas where they had been 
excluded before,” O’Neill 
said.

FIRE CLEAN-UP 


Boy Scouts Recognition

Big, bigger, biggest—that’s a Paul Bunyan Burger! Big 
enough to serve six people at once! 

For outdoor barbecue fun this summer, grill this giant- 
size hamburger. It’s made of two pounds of lean beef 
seasoned with salt and Tabasco pepper sauce. The liquid 
seasoning adds just enough spice to the good meat flavor. 
Shape into a large patty seven inches in. diameter, grill, 
then slip the burger into a bun an inch larger all round. 
Make the tasty bun from a package of hot roll mix, 
Tabasco and grated Cheddar cheese. 

Paul Bunyan was a mythical hero of the American 
Northwest lumber camps, whose loggers whiled away their 
evenings spinning exaggerated tales of his gigantic size and 
labors. They surpassed those of Hercules—or so the stories 
went, anyway! 

PAUL BUNYAN BURGER 

Bun: 1 package (about 14 ounces) hot roll mix 

1/2 teaspoon Tabasco pepper sauce 

2 cups (8 ounces) grated Cheddar cheese 

Burger: 2 pounds ground lean beef 

2 teaspoons Tabasco 
3/4 teaspoon salt 

To make bun : Dissolve yeast in warm water as directed 
on mix package; stir in Tabasco. Add egg as directed on 
package. Blend in flour mixture; stir in grated cheese. 
Cover; let dough rise in warm place away from draft until 
double in bulk, 30 to 45 minutes. Shape into 1 large bun, 
about 8 inches in diameter; press flat about 1 1/2 inches 
thick. Place on greased cookie sheet. Cover; let rise again 
until double, about 30 minutes. Bake in 375°F. oven 
about 25 minutes. Cool on cake rack. At barbecue time, 
split bun and wrap in foil. Heat on side of grill (or in 
oven) while burger is grilling. 

To make burger : Break up ground beef with fork. 
Sprinkle with Tabasco and salt; mix lightly. Shape into 
large patty about 2 inches thick and about 7 inches in 
diameter; handle as little as possible for a more tender 
burger. Cook on grill about 10 minutes on each side for 
rare meat, or to desired degree of doneness. Use cookie 
sheet as a “giant turner.” Yield: 6 servings.
